In a personal Interview, the duplicate copy of the,Fqrrn- is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailep* to trje applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to me next official communication.
